\YABUIXCTOX, April 14.— The first ekir- 


mieh on the tariff question occurred in 
the senate today. It waa followed by a 
vote which served as a teat of etrenuth 
of the various elements of the BSD ate. 
The vote occurred on a motion by Mr. 
Morrill, Republican, ehniruian of the 
committee on finance, to refer a resolu- 
tion by Mr. Vest, one of the Democratic 
leaders of that committee. Thio made 
the issue between representatives of tho 
two leading elements. Aside from thia 
the resolution, waa in tho nature of a 
ciiticisiu ol Secretary Gage, and de- 
clared illegal hia recent order relative 
to gooda imported after April 10th, 
when, according to the retroactive 
clause of tlie pending Dincley bill, the 
new tariff rates are to apply. 


Mr. Morrill's vota prevailed by the 


cloae vote of 24 to 2o. The detailed vote 
was as follows :

ful representative when the tariff bill 
waa before congress ;uid lie thought the 
argua yeeeof Judge Lawrence would see 
that this interest should not Buffer. 


Mr. Gray, Democrat oi Delaware, said 


he desired to call uublic attention to [he 
remarkable proposition coming from the 
other aide oE tho chamber. Henatora 
had made clear that there was a com- 
pact, *rell managed organization for tho 
purpose of rawing tits taxea to the high- 
est point on their rpspaetive lines oi 
goods. Both oi these industries were 
represented, according to the statements 
made, but the yreat body of American 
people, who were consumers of taxed 
goods, were not represented here. 


Mr. Merrill succeeded in cutting off 


the debate by calling for the refiular or- 
der, but it anon broke out again on Mr. 
Vest's resolution directed against the 
secretary of the treasury. 


Mr. Vest declared that the retroactive 


clauae of the pending tariff bill was 
illegal and "beyond tho power of con-

Gflge'B recent order aa a nullification of 
tbe existing law and a move to intimi- 
date the importera of foreign goods. Mr. 
Morrill'e motion to rafer tbo resolution 
to tho finance committee brought the 
question to an issue with the results 
stated. 


Mr. Morgan of Alabama endeavored 


to have a time fixed forthe final vote on 
hia Cuban resolution. Mr. Lfoar ob- 
jected and Mr. Morgan gave notice that 
the resolution would be preaied until a 
final vote was reached. 


The Indian appropriation bill waa 


then taken up. It afforded Mr. Gor- 
man of Maryland an opportunity to 
apeak of the disorganized condition of 
the senate. The President had stated 
in hia inaugural address that tbe condi- 
tion of the country required tbe atricteat 
governmental economy. And yet it was 
proposed to paaa appropriation bills ag- 
gregating more than $73,000,000 without 
tho consideration of a duly nixAnizett 
committee of the senate. Mr. Gorman 
Gaia that careful consideration of these 
bills might lead to tiieir reduction hy 
-«10,000,000. 
Appropriations were pil- 


ing up, increasing and doubling within 
the last two years until the etupendous 
figure of a billion dollars for a single 
congress had been reached. It was 
time to call a halt in these vast ex- 
penditures. There should ha a limita- 
tion of expenditures on the navy and on 
fortilicationa, now Unit un era of peace 
appeared to bo at band. It waa time, 
too, to limit tho expenditures on rivers 
and harbore. 


Mr. Gorman said 
tho 
Democrats 


could do no more than call the atten- 
tion of senators on tho other side to the 
urgent need of retrenchment. Tue sen- 
ate should enter upon a thorough and 
complete consideration of those appro- 
priation bills, eo that no charge of ex- 
travagance could be raised. 


The formal consideration of the In- 


dian bill was then proceeded with.. The 
committee amendment opening the 
Uncoinpahgre Indian reservation to 
pnblic entry led to a long contest. 


A point of order was made, against it 


by Mr. Jones of Arkansas and, pending 
the decision, the senate at 5 p.m. went 
into executive aeg^ion and soon after 
adjourned.

KANSAS CITY, April 15. — Since 


o'clock last night Kansas City eeetua t 
have been at the mercy of a Land of in 
cendiariea.

Walnut street, near Ninth, was de- 
stroyed, entailing a IOSH of $(')0,UQO, and 
from thia structure tho tlsimefl spread to 
an adjoining structuie ou Main street, 
aleo owned by the Searritt estate and 
occupied by the Campbell and Eaton 
Crockery Company. 


The building ou Alain street waa dam- 


aged to the eitaut of $10,000 and the 
crockery stock suffered an equal damage. 
Only by a very narrow margin were 
other adjoining I: 
etructiou. 


7 narrow margin 
buildings eaved from de- 


The bigaix-story Hall building, stand- 


ing south on Walnut street, tn N inth, in 
which are the Times and World news- 
paper oilices, several stores and offices, 
was in creat danger, as it was soon on 
fire in the upper atory adjoimng the 
Rcarritt block. The ele'ctric lipht wires 
Boon went down and everybody left tho 
building. The fire burned fiercely from 
9 o'clock until lO.IJO, by which" hour 
nothing but the walla remained of the 
Searritt building.

building is ¥60,000; insurance $30,OjO. 
A pure food show had iuat been held 
there. Ttio loss ou the Hall building ia 
iot great.

allowed to make more than one claim on 
lands containing nileomte. And on and 
after January 1,1S98, all of said reserva- 
tion now allotted shall be open to pub- 
lic entry under the land laws of the 
United States.

There ia now very liitle 
hope that the western roads will he able 
to induce the Southern Pacific to lower 
its commission ratea and the Union 
Facilic and one or two others are be- 
coming restive.

However, it 
shall be my aim to be aa practical aa 
poaaible, and I ahall recognizs in tho 
breading of poultry for pleasure or profit 
no fowl but tho thurooRhbred.

horii, because it resembles one or the 
other of those breed e, but thoroughbred 
from a fancier's standpoint-correct in 
form, style, carriapo and feather, in ac- 
cordance with the lawa which are laid 
down in tho 
Perfection.'

*The last legislature passed a new ea- 


tray law which mvolvea much machin- 
ery and red tape but the work ia done 
when it is done. Its provisions are given 
briefly below: 


Any person taking up an estray ani- 


mal or aniioale ehall euudae the aameiu 
a secure place, and within five days file 
with the county recorder of the county 
in which auch estray is found a notice 
containing a dtwuriptiou of the animal | 
or animals taken up, with tbo marks and 
brands, if they have any, together with 
tbo probable value of each animal and 
a statement ot the place where taker-up 
found, and] where ho has confined tbe 
earne. Tho county recorder shall re- 
ceive for filing daid notice the auin oi 50 
cents. 


If the owner or claimant of such ap- 


pears within thirty days ho files bis 
claim before a justice of the peace and 
within five daya tha justice hears the 
matter and decides the case. 


If tbe owner does not nppear and 


claim the animal or uuituale taken up 
within thirty daya after the lilinR of the 
notice hereinbefore mentioned, then tho 
taker-up shall, iu writing, notily a con-

Tne Doctor eoon realized that he 
lad the diphtheria and no time waa loat 
in giving him the proper treatment. He 
was reported to be better yesterday and 
no serious results are expected. 


The Doctor undoubtedly caught tno 


infection from Miaa Julia McDonald, 
whtftn he had beeu attending. Miss 
McDonald is the teacher at the Fort 
Washington echool. In thia connection 
it may be well to give the substance of a 
communication written to the REPUBLI- 
CAN a few daya ago by Ed B Lane. Press 
of other matter prevented earlier refer- 
ence to it. 


Mr. Lane's wife and little daughter 


are just recovering from an attack of 
diphtheria, and he therefore eiprea?es 
himaelf with considerable earnestness, 
lie advocates tho establishment by the 
county of quarantine station where 
those who are Buffering fr m infectious 
dipeases may bo isolated and given 
proper treatment. Tne experience of 
Miea McDonald (whose name, however, 
he did not mention) evidently strength- 
ened hia views oir this matter. 
Lane wrote in part as follows: 


"A few niirhta ago a. lady acquaintance 


of mine, and at off gent a teachur in tbe 
public echoolg of Fresno county, called 
on me at the dead hour of night. Hhc 
asked shelter for the night, stating that 
oho had an infectious disease (diph- 
theria), and knowing that one member 
of my family was guttering iromji, 
sought shelter on that ground. She 
said aba had applied to all the various 
places where the aii-k were supposed to 
bo received, nursed and treated, only to 
find that there was positively no admis- 
sion for her or for people atllicted with 
iuftctious diseases. 


"I applied to a friend who had a tele- 


phone near by, and after telephoning 10 
the county hospital and making Inqui- 
ries elsewhere, found that tho city waa 
absolutely deetitutu of any provisions 
for cftrme for patients afllicted with in- 
fections diseases. 


"And what waa tho result? An PS- 


timablo lady, capable of pnyiuu her ex- 
penses in aickneas as wull as in health, 


' the streets, the rain already corn- 


ing tha peace, having slapped Dora 
Tickle in tlie face at the poatoilice cor- 
ner.
